PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 8.—With Washington officials canvassing | 
ways and means of increasing United States aid to Britain, a new | 


survey of public opinion indicates that a substantial number of 
Americans—but less than a majority—would favor changing the 


present neutrality act to the extent of allowing American ships to, 


carry goods to Europe. 
Under the neutrality act invoked at the beginning of the war, 
American ships are banned from entering certain prescribed zones of

war, including waters around the British Isles. Not only must the 
British pay cash for what they buy, but they must carry it away in 
their own vessels. 

To see how the American public stands on the general principle 
of relaxing this neutrality provision, the American Institute of Public 
Opinion has asked voters in all parts of the United States: 

“Should the neutrality law be changed so that American ships can 
carry war supplies to England?” 

One voter in seven (14%) said he was undecided on the question, 
but among those with definite opinions the vote was: 

Yes, Change Act 40% 
No, Don’t Change Act 60%

While the present British effort seems to be the purchase of idle 
American shipping, which can then operate under the British flag, 
watchful observers in Washington think the question of using ships 


. 


flying the American flag may blow up into a first-class issue in 


the months ahead. . 

Whether the use of American ships in this fashion would require 
convoy by United States war vessels or not, whether such a convoy 
system would involve the United States in the war, and indeed 
whether this country could spare either the merchant ships or the 
convoys, are major questions which would undoubtedly affect the 
public’s final attitude. 

In a comparable survey reported shortly after the outbreak of the 
war in 1939, the Institute found 84 per cent opposed to permitting 

United States ships to continue in the trade with Europe, as con- 


trasted with 60 per cent today. .

During the five-year . span 
which includes the past season, 
the Vols won 43 games, lost six 
and tied three.

Is Completed 


$52,000,000, To Be 
Opened Sunday. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(P)— 
“Tunnel hogs,” working a miracle 
of modern engineering efficiency, 
have completed a new subway 
under traffic-jammed Sixth ave- 
nue after four years of mole-like 
digging. 

The tunnel, to be _ formally 
opened next Sunday by Mayor La 
Guardia, crowns New York city’s 
independent transit system, a 
in muni- 
cipal ownership begun 19 years 
ago. 

The new unit, a 2 1-4-mile sub- 
surface artery between West 
Fourth street and 53rd street, is 
one of the most expensive sub- 
ways ever constructed. City-built, 
it cost $52,000,000—$4,377 a foot. 

Chiefly responsible for the ex- 
pense was the necessity of boring 
the tunnel through one of the 
busiest areas of Manhattan. This 
was done without interrupting 
traffic overhead or disturbing a 


complex network of earlier tun-| 


nels, steam pipes, water and gas 
mains, and heavy power cables. 

The subway, which replaces the 
historic Sixth Avenue “El” torn 
down two years ago, is expected 
to carry 40,000,000 passengers a 
year, thus relieving pressure on 
present overburdened midtown 
traffic channels. 

A feature is a 1,200-foot mezza- 
nine corridor—one of the longest 
in the world—enabling pedestrians 
to walk underground from 34th 
to 42nd streets. 

The subway, ranging from 35 to 
70 feet beneath the surface, adds 
substantially to the city’s bomb- 
proof shelter facilities. 


Alien Registration Urged 
Without Further Delay 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(#)— 
The Justice Department today cau- 
tioned aliens not to defer regis- 
tration any longer in the hope that 
citizenship formalities would be 
completed before the alien regis- 
tration deadline of December 26. 

“The time has come when any 
further delay in registering for 
this reason is risky,” Earl G. Har- 
rison, director of registration, said 
in a statement. 

Harrison said 
aliens already had _ registered, a 
figure which he _ interpreted as 
meaning that the total number in 
the country exceeded his agency’s 
3,600,000 estimate and perhaps was 
“well over the 4,000,000 mark.”

ARMORED DIVISION 
“TQ MARCH” TO FLORIDA 

FORT BENNING, Ga., Dec. 8.— 
Fort Benning’s Second Armored 
Division—one of two such units at 
present representing the United 
States Army’s most powerful strik- 
ing force—next week will leave 
the reservation on a 500-mile 
march, to Panama City, Fla., and 
back, under command of Briga- 
dier General George S. Patton Jr. 

Departing December 12, the di- 
vision’s 400 tanks, 450 officers and 
6,500 enlisted men will make the 
trip both ways in two columns, 
one of which will move through 
Georgia and the other through 
Alabama. Returning, the division 
will arrive on the reservation dur- 
ing the night of December 17-18. 
It will reach Panama City on the 
afternoon of December 13, remain- 
ing there until the morning of 
the 16th. 

The Georgia column will make 
camp at Blakely on the night of 
December 12-13. With it will be 
approximately 250 tanks and other 
combat vehicles. From Blakely its 
route will be through Bainbridge 
and Attapulgus, in Georgia, and 
Quincy, Blountstown and Wewa- 
hichka, in Florida. It will return 
by the same route. 


General Patton and _ division | 


headquarters will be with the Ala- 
bama column, which will camp in 
the vicinity of Abbeville on the 
night of December 12-13. 

The march is designed to afford 
the division training in march dis- 
cipline, control, communications 
and security, and training features 
will be emphasized throughout. 

Two air squadrons based at Fort 
Benning will participate in the 
training phases. The 15th Bom- 
bardment Squadron, representing 
hostile air forces, will attack the 
columns to test, by their simulated 
antiaircraft fire, the readiness of 
ground personnel and combat ve- 
hicles to repel such attacks. As 
its “eyes,” the 16th Observation 
Squadron will operate 50 to 150 
miles ahead of the division, warn- 
ing it of the theoretical présence 
of hostile ground forces and the 
approach of the represented hos- 
tile air units.

Big Tanks With 
Butts of Rifles 


Peasant Warriors Charge 
Into Argyrocastron 


Like Madmen. 


By JAN YINDRICH. 
WITH THE GREEK ARMY, AT 
ARGYROCASTRON, Dec. 8.— 
(UP)—Greek peasant warriors, 


shortly after noon today in some 
of the fiercest hand-to-hand fight- 
ing of the Italo-Greek war. 

With United Press correspondent 
Paul Paleologos I watched the 
Greeks charge like madmen into 
the crooked streets of the old Mos- 
lem town and seize the prize 
which they claimed unsuccessfully | 
27 years ago after the Balkan | 
wars, 

The Italian defenders, mostly 
from the Second Division of Ber- 
Saglieri, used heavy tanks to 
blockade the twisted streets where 
‘the blood of Turkish conquerors 
was spilled 520 years ago. 

Steadily under the wild assaults | 
of the Greeks they fell back to} 
the heart of the town, barricad- | 
ing themselves in the main build- 
ings. 

The Greeks fought their way. 
from house to house, jabbing rifle 
jbutts into the tanks’ runners or) 
‘dropping like monkeys from bal-_ 
‘conies onto the “blind” tops of. 
‘the tanks and thrusting hand 
\grenades through the gunners’ 
‘lookout windows. 
| Later, Greek antitank guns took 
‘an important part in shelling the 
Italians from the _ barricaded 
buildings. 

The final storming of Argyro- 
castron, 15 miles northeast of cap- 
‘tured Porto Edda, began at dawn 
and it was noon before the con- 
‘quest was complete. 
| Greek batteries atop the sur-| 
‘rounding peaks of the Aoroceraun- 
ian mountains blazed furiously, | 
laying down shells around a solid- | 
looking mosque on the outskirts | 
where the Italians were holding | 
the main road under their control. 
The Greek gunners seemed to be. 
‘uncanny, laying five shel's dead) 
on the mosque target as I watched | 
through field glasses. The domed 
roof collapsed like a cracked egg-| 
shell. 

J could see the Italians running 
for cover, outlined by the glow 
of burning storehouses in the 
— half-light of dawn. 

Greek machine-gunners who) 
had worked down to the outskirts | 
of the town under cover of dark- 
ness then caught. the fleeing Ital- 
ians in a withering cross-fire.

‘small rearguard force in the town.
